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REMARKS 

This Application has been carefully reviewed in light of the Advisory Action mailed 
November 15, 2004. Claims 1-3, 6-20, 22-29, 33, 37-39, 41-43, and 47 are pending in the 
present application and stand rejected. 

In the Advisory Action, the Examiner indicated that the independent claims would be in 
condition for allowance if amended to clarify that the CAS value is "located within" and not 
merely associated with the "first plurality of service channels. 55 Although Applicants believe 
this to be the meaning of the term "comprising" in the relevant limitations of the previously- 
presented independent claims, Applicants have amended independent Claims 1, 14, 18, 25, and 
37 to specifically recite that the CAS value is "located within" each of the "first plurality of 
service channels." Applicants have not amended independent Claims 29 and 43 since 
Applicants believe that the limitation, "insert DS-0 traffic received at the port and a current 
channel associated signaling (CAS) value for the DS-0 traffic into every one of a first plurality 
of service channels in the frame," clearly recites that the CAS value is in the first plurality of 
service channels. 

For these reasons, Applicants respectfully request reconsideration and allowance of 
independent Claims 1, 14, 18, 25, 29, 37 and 43, as well as the claims that depend from these 
independent claims.
